The news that the British members of the experts’ commit­ 
tees, together with Sir John Bradbury, British representative on 
the Reparation Commission itself, had left for London seems to 
confirm the already well-founded suspicion that it is the British 
Government, dominated, as usual, by the big-wigs of the Board 
of Trade, that is holding- up the show. 
When the French Government took the trouble virtually to 
accept in advance the conclusions of the experts on the economic 
phase of the m atter there was large hope that the political fac­ 
tors would be allowed to rest. It was not to be. 
It has been ever apparent, of course, that the reparations! 
plan, when and as promulgated, would necessarily have to be 
cemented by a political agreement. It is neither desirable nor possi­ 
b le to evade this essential of the settlement. France has suffered 
through the German defalcation; she must have protection against 
a repetition, lf France is to let go her hold on Germany, some 
other effective form of pressure must take its place. The ideal of a 
solid allied front must be sought that the security F ranee has I 
boldly taken may not be vainly sacrificed. 
France, singly and in opposition to the desires of the other 
Powers, forced a showdown. France faced and weathered a diplo­ 
matic hurricane. She weathered the waterspouts raised by the fin­ 
ancial witch-doctors to sink the franc. Now she asks her war allies 
to state whether they are for Germany or against Germany in 
the m atter of indemnities. 
The other nations will think twice before they give her the 
cold shoulder. 
A desperate France, forced to take steps more 
serious even than the Ruhr occupation, might well start the war 
sparks flying, and no man could tell where they would fall. That 
Trance should be driven to such an extremity is unthinkable.— 
Public Ledger.

Greece is today probably not fully prepared for the 
rigors of republican government; and it is well known that the ma­ 
jority of people are monarchists at heart. But it is also a question j 
whether Greece a hundred and three years ago was prepared for! 
independence ;and there must have been, even in that day, many I 
who preferred paying tribute to the Turkish Sultan. 
A skeptic 
might even wonder whether independence has been best for 
Greece and whether a republican government will be. Ratiocination 
however, plays a minor role in such m atters; and if the world to­ 
day is not stirred over the establishment of a Greek republic, it 
may well be that the world is older in republics—or that there is 
no Byron to poetize and dramatize the hodiernal Isles of Greece.—

today is playing with fire in its inces­ 
sant search after scientific knowledge. 
Sir Richard Gregory, famous British 
scientist and astronom er, uttered this 
w arning against the increasing prac­ 
tice of “cheapening science” in an ad­ 
dress to assem bled scientists at Ports­ 
m outh, in the course of which he 
prophesied am azing advances in scien­ 
tific* knowledge in Conking years. 
“If ever m an’s vast knowledge of 
science Is 
m isused,” 
continued 
Sir 
Richard, "it is quite within the bounds 
of possibility th at he will disappear 
from the face of the world. 
“We cannot prevent progress. But 
we can nsist th at it be accompanied 
by increased happiness. The attitude 
of civilized man toward new scientific 
knowledge at this epoch is that of a 
child playing with fire, and it is ne­ 
cessary now more than ever to teach 
him the danger of the elem ent in his 
hands and to cultivate the desire to 
m ake the m ost noble use of the treas­ 
ures which have been given him. 
“In all'confidence I declare th at the 
day is not far distant when science 
may place at the disposal of an army 
forces so strong th at a hostile arm y 
or an enemy city m ay be annihilated 
by the touch of a button, for the age 
is coming when the m otive power of 
the world will be the undisintegrated 
forces of the atom. 
“Science has reason to believe th at 
a cubic Inch of this energy will con­ 
tain enough motive power to propel 
the biggest liner in the world across 
the A tlantic half a dozen times. 
“Suppose any nation had control ^.f 
this trem endous energy,” declared Sir 
Richard, “it m ight use it to impose 
its powder upon other nations and not, 
for the benefit of the hum an race! 
T hat would be m isuse of science and 
all wrong.

is followed, that is, merely continuing 
to walk until there is a slight feeling 
of fatigue, it will be impossible for 
you to overexert yourself. 
I might 
add that it is exceedingly difficult to 
walk too much. 
walk too much. 
However, I have 
known many persons to continue to 
walk until they really felt they were 
hardly able to stand, but after a few 
hour’s rest they felt as fresh and as 
fine as ever. 
All this indicates that the fatigue 
that comes from walking very quick­ 
ly disappears because of the tonic 
effect of this particular exercise on 
all the various bloodmaking and vi­ 
tality-building organs. 
Another especially valuable exer­ 
cise i# 
that 
of 
jumping 
slightly 
just as one jumps rope. 
The jar of 
this 
particular 
exercise 
accelerates 
the activity of the functional organ­ 
ism, and will be found very useful 
in the treatment of constipation. 
As a rule it is a good plan to take 
this exercise upon rising, and it will 
be found more effective if you will 
drink one or two glasses of water 
before beginning the exercise. 
The 
exercise should be continued on each 
occasion until a slight feeling of fa­ 
tigue is noted. 
At first, unless you 
are fairly strong, you may find it 
difficult rn jump more than from one 
to three hundred times without feel­ 
ing fatigue, though the exercise, as 
a rule should be continued from two 
to five hundred times, resting when­ 
ever you 
feel 
especially 
tired, 
if 
you expect to get results of impor­ 
tance. 
Another exercise, that of leaning 
forward 
while 
sitting in 
a 
chair, 
pressing the abdominal region strong­ 
ly against the right leg, then return­ 
ing to a sitting position, and repeat­ 
ing same exercise pressing the ;rb- 
dominal region against the left leg, 
v ill also be found very valuable for 
remedying this trouble. 
This exer­ 
cise should be continued until there 
i$ a feeling of fatigue.
